gy Wel don’t wonder to fee fo many letters in your 
Sava paper on that fubje&t. *Tis fome fatisfaction, 
m= at leaft, to the injared, to complain; and. ’tis 
very good-natur’d in you, to give them an opportunity. 
By this means an author is enabled to impeach the arbitrary 

wer of an infolent manager, and lay him open to the 
cenfure of the public. 

I congratulate both you and them on this occafion 5 and 
take the liberty (cho’ on a different account) in the moft 
‘unprejudic’d manner, to make ufé of the fame privilege, 
and throw may mite for the public amufement and infor- 
mation. 

Every body knows, that many and grievous eomplaints 
have been made of the infolence of flage-tyrants, towards 
the writers who were unhappy enough to ftand in need of 
their favour to bring on their piays. 1 believe tao this 
circumftance is as generally believ’d as known ; twas the: 
beft behaviour that could be expeéted, from thofe, who 
had the vanity to flatter their own judgments and impor- 
tance at the expence of the whole town; who confider’d 
every poet in the light of one that asked alms, and them- 
'felves as the lords commiffioners for difpenting the charity 
of the Mufes. 

_ That this, without exaggeration, was generally the cafe, I 
‘appeal to all who have ever apply’d to.them. But how- 
‘ever ey and notorious the impofition was; however fen- 
he public was of the injuftice done to thofe who 
made it their bufinefS to write for their entertainment ; 
however defirous people in general were to fee them re~ 
liev'd; there did not feem the leaft profpect of redrefs, as 
Jong as the management was in fuch hands; and there ap- 
‘peared as little probability of a change. 
" At length the day of their deliverance drew nigh, when 
"twas leaft expected. One of the managers thought it ad- 
v. able, for a very large confideration, to fell half his fhare 
toa gentleman: the death of-another made way for a fe- 
cond alteration. But tho’ both the new-admitted fharers 
(who had half the patent) apply’d themfelves with the ut- 
moft diligence to regulate the conduct of the theatre, to 
temedy all abufes, and remove all juft occafion of com- 
piaint ; tho’ they refolv’d in a moft. particular manner to 
treat authors like gentlemen, to aét all thofe plays that had 
any profpect of fuccefs, and even to refufe the reft with 
tendernefs, humanity, and good manners: yet one little 
creature, who was only deputy and reprefentative of his 
father, was turbulent enough to balk their meafures, thwart 
their defigns, and with his fingle infolence counterbalance 
all the civility and decency in the oppofite f{cale. In thort, 
he has behav’d, during the whole feafon, the firft of his 
reign, and the laft, as it there was neither author, nor a&- 
or in the world, of any canfequence, but his father and 
himfelf ; and as if he was aBayazer in miniature, and all 
about him were his flaves. 

To remedy this inconvenience, I am inform’d, ’twas 
thought advifcable to extinguifh this meteor, that had 
crack’d and fputter’d about {fo during his litde flafh of 
power: accordingly the gensleman who bought into the 
She firft, purchafed his tacher’s fhare, and fer him down 
n the fame obfcure place from whence he rof. 

Now ’twas prefum’d, that every obftacie to peace and 
Rood order was remov’d; that the ftige would flourith 
again; and authors and ators would be found out, and 
encouraged to do honour to one another, But they were 
net aware, thar he who was fo imperious in power, would 

feditious our; nor could they dream, that a mart who 
received fo much money for his fhare of the pateat, would 
IMmediate.y try to render it of no value at ali, by putting 
himfeif at the head of this faction. 7 

But they were much deceiv’d, While the patent was in 
te hands of the players, none of that important vady 
though: it unresfonable, if they were duly payed their flt- 
Pads, that the managers fhould divide the re{t at the end 
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The confequence of this was a combination smong the 
| players to quit their old fervice, and fet up for thens{elves. 
Accordingly the ancient difplay’d his ftandard, beat wp for 


what terms they pleas’d. Firft, they are to have as: much 
falary as they have now. Secondly, they are to fhare in 
the profits at the end of the feafon, in proportion to thetr 
pay. Thirdly, they are all to be managers as well as him- 
felf, have their votes in council, fit equal judges on authors, 
and divide the tyranny of ufing them as they pleafe; like 
the drunken {ailors in the play, they are al’ co be wice-roys, 
Pistox defired only to be vice roy over them. 

Thus, Sir, have I given you a faithful sketch of the pre- 
fent civil war behind the {cenes. How this new fcheme is 
like to fucceed, you may judge by the prefent convoca. 
tions in Poland. How it deferves to fucceed, you will de-. 
termine, by comparing the merit of the authors of this fe- 
dition with thoje they defign to ruin, and the methods 
made ufe of for that purpoie; particularly when ye are 
told, that they have already attempted to take a Jeafe of the 
play-houfe over the prefent managers heads, by fecrerly 
offering an advance rent ; but it luckily happens, the {Cenes 
and clothes are out of their power.

The ftage hath been always accounted a moft rational 
and inftructive entertainment ; and therefore hath met 
with all proper encouragement in the wifelt governments, 
and b:en fupported by the wifeft men. The Englifh thea- 
tre hath rifen for a feries of many years under the pa- 
tronage of princes, and appeared in greater luftre chan any 
other : and, what ftill feems more extraordinary, is, that 
the moft eminent writers in the dramatic way, have been 
themfelves players; of which Suakesrean and Otway 
are immortal inftances. 


produced fo many excellent writers for the ftage, nor {fo 
many inimitable performers, as our own. The memory 
of Mrs. O_prietp, Mr. Bootu, and Mr. Wirks, are ftill 
frefh among us: and as their merit rendered them uni- 
verfally admired, their lofs is now as univerfally lamented. 
Bur, here ic ought to be obferved, that as wit, good 
fenfe, and politeneis were abfolutely neceflary to fupport 
the character and dignity of the fcene ; it was always 
thought proper, to entruft the management of the thea. 
tre, to perions who were {fuppofed to be juftly qualified 
to judge of all performances proper to be introduced in 
that place ; that works of genius might mect with fuit- 
able encouragement, and dullnefs and immorality be ef- 
fe&tually excluded. 
Sir Ricwarp Sree for fome years had it under his di- 
rection ; and he, undoubtedly, wanted no abilities to di- 
ftinguifh merit ; nor have I ever heard that he wanted in- 
Ciination to reward it, And as eminent as he was allowed 
to be, as an author, yet he theught it advifable, and no 
way unworthy of him, to join. with thofe who were 
protefled players, which were Mr. Bootn, Mr. Witxs, and 
Mr. Cipper : because, it might rationally be fuppofed, that 
as they were all eminent in their profeffions, as actors ; 
their own intereft, as well as the honour of the ftage, 
would make them induftrious to fupport it in full credit. 
The two former of thefe patentees are dead; and fo is that 
envy which purfued them in their lives. We have now 
no memory for their failings, and only retain the pleafing 
, remembrance of their various excellencies. Mr, Cipper 
| is fill alive; cnd therefore I fhall decline faying any thing 
of his merit asa player, or of his produétions as a poet. 
lrom thefe general obfervations then, we may perceive, 
that it hath been always thought effential to the preferva- 
tion of the flige, and the encouragement of authors, to 
have the management of the theatre committed to proper 
perfons, who had given fome public proof of their ca- 
pacity to judge, what would be moft inftru€tive or agree 
able to the tafte of an Englifh audience. And, whether
